Report of Board of Health. 


TO THE SELECTMEN OF NOTTINGHAM: | . 

The Board of Health of the town would submit the following 
as their report for year ending Feb. 15, 1905, and ask that it be 
printed in the annual report to the town as copied from the ‘Sani- 
tary Bulletin,’ issued by the State Board of Health: 


VACCINATION ‘OF SCHOOL CHILDREN.—NEW LAW. 


At the recent session of the legislature, section 2, chapter 93, of 
the Public Statutes relating to scholars was amended, so that it now 
reads as follows: 


“Sect. 2. Nochild shall attend any public, parochial, or private 
school unless he has been vaccinated, or has had the smallpox, and 
this section shall be enforced by the Board of Health.” 

It will be seen that the legislature recognized the protective” 
power of vaccination against smallpox, and therefore extended the 
provisions of the old law to include parochial as well as private 
schools, and to place the enforcement of this section in the hands 
of the local Board of Health, as it should have been originally. 

This law seems perfectly plain, yet numerous questions have 
already been presented to the State Board of Health regarding its 
enforcement. The Board of Health of every town and city of the 
state should prohibit children attending school who are not vacci- 
nated. ‘They cannot compel a child to submit to vaccination ; but 
if a child, or its parents, decline, he should be debarred from 
attending any school. The certificate of a reputable physician 
that the physical condition of a child is such that it ought not to 
be vaccinated at that time may be accepted. 

The prejudices of a few persons against vaccination, now and 
then found in some communities, should have no weight whatever 
in the matter, inasmuch as vaccination.is the only known protec- 
tion against smallpox; and, further, that, under modern methods 
of producing vaccine virus, with the most approved methods of 
operation, there is no reasonable or logical ground to be main- 
tained against this great protective measure, and we hope our citi- 
zens will govern themselves accordingly and erp e with the law.
